Fighting Men Over Toward End of This 
Campaign or Lose, Critic Says. 


By FRANK H. SIMONDS, 
Author of “The Great War.” 
This week marks the first anni- 
versary of the arrival of the first 
American trqops in France. The ac- 
tual anniversary was celebrated by a 
real, if restricted, success in Belleau 
Wood. near Chateau Thierry, and by 
the announcement that our army had 
taken over a third sector along the 
Alsace front. As it stands, we can 
hardly have less than eight divisions 
on the front, and, if these four or 
five are in line between Verdun and 
Belfort. the marines are about Cha- 
teau Thierry, and the first American 
division to arrive in France is holding 
Cantigny, won by its own efforts. 
Eight divisions, as our divisions 
are organized, mean onwb a little less 


and half as many more must, at a 
conservative estimate, be in~active 
service with French or British units, 
while official announcements from 
Washington indicate that 900,000 
Americans have been sent to France, 
and Gen. March has estimated that, 
of these, two-thirds, or 600,000, are 
fighting men, the balance being oc- 
cupied with communications and 
noncombatant work, which are quite 
as important as the more appalling 
labors under fire. 

“Now, there are two dangers 
which we all, as Americans, have to 
avoid in talking of America’s effort. 
We are only beginning, our engage- 
ments with the enemy have been 
hardly more than skirmishes, our 
losses measured by contemporary 
standards are insignificant, our offi- 
cers and men are still far from being 
first rate troops in the matter of 
training and experience; in morale 
and materal, however, they are un- 
guestionably the best in Europe, be- 
cause we alone still have young men 
to send to the front and our men are 
not yet wearied by the strain of four 
years of ceaseless struggle. It is es- 
sential to avoid talking big while we 
are just beginning by doing the nec- 
essary small tasks. 

Avoid Depreciation. 
On the other hand, it is just as 
necessary to avoid too great depre- 
ciation of what has been accom- 
plished in getting our men across and 
what the men are already doing 
themselves in France. It is natural 
for French and British newspapers 
to lay all possible stress upon the 
numbers and efficiency of our ar- 
We are the last reserve and 
the hour for the last reserve has 
come. The Germans are making ev- 
ery possible effort to minimize our 
power of contribution, but they rec- 
ognize that, if they could convince 


‘the French and British public that 


our aid was not to be effective this 
year, there would be a real and con-

Historic Achievement. 

The thing Americans can feel 
about their army in France is that 
its arrival in its present numbers 
is one of.the great achievements of 
military history, that the way it is 
taking hold has brought new hope 
and confidence to our allies and that 
we are already a real factor in the 
war, aS no one expected we could be- 
come in this terrible and crftical 
year. We have not fought in a great 
battle, we have not taken any con- 
siderable part in a first-rate engage- 
ment, but we have done what was 
asked of us, and more, and, as at 
Siecheprey, at Cantigny and in Bel- 
leau Wood, we have done it in a 
manner which has not escaped the 
attention of praise of British and 
French officers, who at this time in 
the war are not over-easily pleased. 

As it now stands, our troops are 
put into active service in some fash- 
ion on the front one month after 
they arrive in Europe. By July 1 
we shall have 500,000 in line and an- 
other 100,000 will be available be- 
fore Aug. 1. We are sending over 
to France 200,000 a month and we 
can keep it up almost indefinitely, 
and thts means that we are adding 
to Foch’s, army at the rate of 16 
German divisions each montb. This 
contribution, moreover, is equal to 
the strength of the annual incre- 
ment to the French army coming 
from the new class of recruits. It 
is nearly half as large as the income 
Germany draws from each of 
classes. 

We are going to have surprises and 
disappointments, sad losses and un- 
escapable failures. But it is the uni- 
versal testimony of all who return 
trom France that our young officers 
and our young soldiers learn prompt- 
ly, learn willingly and are master- 
ing the great lessons with a succes; 
which earns and deserves general 
commendation. We already have 
reason to be proud of our army in 
France.

Ocean on Baltic Saw No 
Trace of Submarine 


On Tuesday of last week. Gen. 
Pershmg was entitled to sew on his‘ 


second service chevron. 

It was on May 28, 1917, that the 
General and his staff, with as little 
fuss and feathers and as much se- 
crecy as an excited and immensely 
curious country would permit, set 
sail from the harbor of New York. 
They were crossing the sea to pre- 
pare the way, the ports, the camps, 
the bases, the system for the hun- 
dreds of thousands of troops that 
were to follow them within a year. 
The anniversary of that sailing was 
celebrated by the Battle of Cantigny, 
for it was just a year to the day later 
that the A. E. F. made its first at- 
tack in force. 

: Strict Orders for Secrecy. 

The voyage of the vanguard was 
hedged with secrecy and many of the 
facts and figures from the log of that 
voyage are given here for the first 
time to mark the anniversary. The 


time has come when we may turn ' 


back and read the first chapter in 
a history of the A. E. F. 

For several days the lucky officers 
and men, picked for the party that 
was to accompany Gen. Pershing, 
converged on New York, so that the 
morning of May 28 saw them all as- 
sembled on Governor’s Island. The 
orders for secrecy had been strict. 
The General himself and most of 
his staff were uncomfortable, but 
unrecognizable, in civilian clothes, 
where they were going must have 
dawned on those who may have been 
watching the Baltic’s pier when sev- 
eral pieces of baggage arrived there 
artlessly addressed to various offi- 
cers “With the American Expedition- 
ary Forces—Care of Gen. Pershing.” 
It is true that some knew, and many 
guessed, but it~is also true that the 
great majority of the American peo- 
ple never knew that the Commander 
tn Chief had sailed until the cables 
brought back from England the news 
of his safe arrival on the other side. 

The vanguard was composed of 
Gen. Pershing, 24 field officers, 30 
line officers, 56 clerks, 4 interpreters 
and 67 enlisted men, 182 in all. 
Present, too, were Maj. H. H. Young 
and three other members of a special 
medical commission, and some news- 
paper correspondents were of the 
party. 

Toted Their Own Baggage. 

At noon they assembled at one of 
the little island piers, boarded the 
tug “Thomas Patton’’ and steamed 
off down the harbor to Gravesend 
Bay where, on a nasty, storm-rough- 
ened sea and in the pouring rain, the 
White Star liner Baltic was waiting 
for them. 

The enlisted men, numbering few 
for once compared with the officers, 
were a bit low in their minds at the 
prospect of having to sling all the 
baggage for the party, so they were 
greatly cheered when the General 
sent word along that each man was 
to carry his own, and he set the ex- 
ample by seizing his own bags when 
the time came to transfer from the 
tug to the waiting liner. 

Thus informally and _ unpreten- 
siously, Gen. Pershing and his staff 
made their departure. No friend- 
thronged shore, no waving of flags 
and handkerchiefs, no stirring band 
music sped the vanguard: of the 
greatest military expedition America 
had ever made or dreamed of mak- 
ing. 

The voyage was no pleasure trip, 
for work began immediately. All the 
waking hours of the day and evening 
that were not given over to inocula- 
tions, mess, boat-drills and French 
lessons were devoted to the organiza- 
tion of the A. E. F. Life aboard the 
Baltic that week was different from 
any crossing the great liner had ever 
pnown,

He was as bold as he was earnest, 
for he undertook the experiment of 
pouring new wine into old bottles. 
Using the classic form of the piano 
quintet — composed off pianoforte, 
first and second violins, viola and 
violoncello—he filled it with modern 
contents. He has been a student of

Foreign Minister von Kuehlmann’s peace sug- 
gestions were not more offensive to Germany’s 
enemies than other portions of his address were 
to junkerdom. His statement that a military de- 
cision is impossible and that peace must be ob- 
tained by negotiations has shaken all Germany. 


started a broil of debate. 

This admission from the inner circle of Ger- 
man leadership is significant. It shows that Ger- 
man leaders realize the size and character of the 
hornet’s nest they stirred up when they forced 
America into war. They realize now their folly 
in bringing on them in the last crisis of the war 
the most resourceful industrial nation, with the 
greatest potential man power, in the civilized 


world. 
The fact that 1,000,000 American soldiers are in 


France and millions more are going is getting 
under their skulls. Our rapidly increasing pro- 
duction of airplanes and trained airmen wipes out 
their boasted bulwark of steel on the German 
boundaries. There are no trenches or battle lines 
or fortresses for airplanes. The only defense 
against their invasion is superior air forces, and 
with America’s production of air forces, Ger- 
many’s relative strength in the air rapidly de- 
clines. News that the standard of German air- 
planes and the quality of her airmen are deterio- 
rating when she needs better planes and better 
pilots and vastly more of both is significant. 

Our rapidly increasing output of ships, with in- 

creasing destruction of submarines and declin- 
ing sinkings marks the beginning of the end of 
the submarine warfare. 
The German offensive is weakening and at this 
critical moment the Austrian defeat is a heavy 
blow to German hopes of a southern road to 
France. 

The situation, which Von Kuehlmann’s address 
discloses is causing waning hope in Germany, has 
a heartening effect on her enemies. It must 
greatly affect neutral opinion. The peoples out- 
side of Germany ‘can measure at their true value 
Kaiser Wilhelm’s bombast and the military staff's 
bluster. 

We now can measure our task. It is still a 
great task. It requires a maximum of energetic 
effort. But the outlines are becoming clear and 
the outcome assured. We have only to carry on 
with all our might and the democratic peace for 
which we are striving will be ours. Speed the

THE SOUTH’S INCONSISTENCY. 

Senator Williams of Mississippi, in offering to 
the Senate a proposal to restrict suffrage to white 
women in the matter of the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment to the Constitution, knew, of course, 
that his proposition would not be seriously con- 
sidered. Apparently he took thisymeans of dem- 
onstrating that the attitude of the South in gen- 
eral towards this democratic measure is affected 
principally by its bearing upon the negro vote. 

It serves, however, as another reminder of the 
sharp inconsistency of the South in its separate 
attitudes towards women’s suffrage and prohibi- 
tion. In the one, it wishes the matter left en- 
tirely to the separate states, and in the other it 
desires concerted Federal action. It is willing to 
write intolerant sumptuary legislation into the 
organic law of the land, but it is unwilling to 
write into that same law a fundamental princi- 
ple of reason and justice. It is eager to enlist 
Federal aid in keeping alcohol out of the hands 
of its negro men, but it cries out in shocked dis- 
approval against a proposal to invoke Federal aid 
to put the ballot into the hands of its negro 
women. 

The only redeeming feature about it is that the) 
South is very frank as to where it stands. “In 
my section of the country,” said Senator Wil- 
liams, “we cannot afford to do what this reso- 
lution wishes to be done.” Nevertheless, having 
declared sauce a good thing for the goose, Sen- 
ator Williams’ “section of the country” will, soon- 
er or later, have to accept sauce for the gander. 
When it has succeeded in putting prohibition into 
the Constitution it cannot long prevent women’s 
suffrage from getting there, too.

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GERMANY’S DEBT PYRAMID. 

The fact that the German mark has dropped 
lower in value than the French franc in the Swiss 
money market throws an interesting sidelight 
upon world affairs from a neutral viewpoint. 

Berlin and Vienna have done everything in 
their power to keep up the value of their ex- 
change, especially in Switzerland. They have ral- 
lied their best banking resources to this end. 
Nevertheless, they have not been able to conceal 
the truth as to their hazardous financial condi- 
tion. Austria’s gold reserves have been exhaust- 
ed to the point of bankruptcy. Germany’s sys- 
tem of war loans has built up an elaborate pyra- 
mid of commercial paper that would be without 
substantial foundation except for expectations of 
great war indemnities. But these expectations 
are themselves premised upon armed victory in

tions and something like a drawn battle with 
the greater ones. .

These are trying times and the average 
young man is getting to be a regular ques- 
tion box. Of course, that is natural, for 
young men of today are having a time 
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later ratified) in a party referendum. Doubtless 
he believed that he could do a more patriotic work 
within than without the party, but has since been 
disillusioned. 

Mr. Benson says that the rank and file of the 
Socialists, like that of all other American poli- 
tician parties, is essentially American and not pro- 
German and, therefore, ardently desires the de- 
feat of the Central, Powers. But he finds that 
the influence of foreign-born leaders is so strong 
that he can no longer be comfortable in the 
organization. Nothing worse than a triumph of 
German imperialism could happen to the world, 
he says. Whether he will devote himself to the 
formation of a new party devoted to Socialist 
principles is not announced. 

With the decline of Republicanism events are 
opening the way for a new party of patriotic pur- 
pose and broad foundation. Of the new organiza- 
tion to be made up of Progressives, Socialists, 
Prohibitionists and others, little has been heard 
since its preliminary confcrence last fall. It 
started with a broad enough foundation, but it 
was almost too broad for men of such widely 
differing principles to stand on. 
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Lincoln thought his country safe from German 
invasion because of the delay incident to mov- 
ing large armies across the ocean. If he can now 
look down from the celestial spheres and behold 
200,000 American soldiers landed in France in two 
weeks he has surely changed his opinion. 
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USE MORE DAIRY PRODUCTS. 

A Philadelphia paper stated that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture hoped to obtain a reduction in 
the price of milk in cities through consolidation 
of deliveries. Commenting on this, the Post- 
Dispatch expressed the hope that, for the sake 
of the poor, who cannot afford as much milk as 
they need with existing prices, something might 
be done to bring prices down. 

Representatives of the department in St. Louis, 
however, have informed the Post-Dispatch that 
the subject of delivery consolidation has been 
investigated and shown to be unprofitable. At 
the same time, Government officials are urging 
St. Louisans to use more milk and other dairy 
products. They say that the mere suggestion 
of lower milk prices has alarmed the farmers and 
dairymen, that they are threatening to sell their 
herds, and in some cases have done it. 

Two important ends will be served by fol- 
lowing the Government’s suggestion to use 
more milk and other dairy products. The 
farmers will be encouraged to keep thetr cows 
and increase the supply. And meat will be con- 
served, for the use of the armies of the United: 
States and her allies. This is of vital impor- 
tance. 

Milk is as good a food as meat, weight for 
weight, and other dairy products, such as cot- 
tage cheese and cream cheese, contain more of 
the most valuable food elements than meat.

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QUANTITY OUTPUT IN THE SENATE. 

Says Henry Ford: “Now we shall see whether 
I can build anything but automobiles, tractors 
and ships.” And again: “They ask if I will take 
part in the Senate work. If necessary, I will move 
my whole force down there—then they will know 
that I have arrived!” 

Henry Ford with his ‘“‘whole force’ would make 
an arrival of note in any community, however 
large; a topic of conversation in any deliberative 
body, however garrulous already. But if Mr. Ford 
is under the impression that he can teach the 
Senate anything about quantity production and 
machine methods, he may be making a mistake 
excusable in a busy man. 

It all depends upon what sort of quantity out- 
put the honorable have set their minds upon. 
Some of them, not undistinguished in the regard 
of their countrymen, see with Mr. Ford that “in 
this war we fight for peace;” that “we are com- 
pelled to fight,” and that “real pacifists make 
hard fighters.’”’ Their conduct in the war is 
worthy of all praise. 

But the Congressional Record also betrays a 
staggering production of tool-gauged quantity- 
produced, rough-finished and automatically as- 
sembled speeches for Buncombe County and de- 
vices of self-advertisement and delay in the na- 
tion’s crisis.

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RETIRED LIST FOR VOLUNTEERS. | 

The Senate has passed a bill granting to vol- 
unteer officers mustered out of the army at the 
close of the Civil War the privilege of the re- 
tired list which has been the distinctive privil- 
ege of the professional soldiers of the regular 
army who devote their entire lives to the serv- 
ice of the country. 

During the quarter of a century or more this 
measure has been pending, it has been regarded 
as a fanciful proposition. No disposition to ig- 
nore the volunteer officer’ has existed. They 
have been most generously treated. But recog- 
nition along the same lines for the professional 
officer and the citizen officer has not been looked 
on as either just or fitting. If the rewards now 
available for volunteers are deemed inadequate, 
it would be easy to increase them in conformity 
with the legislation of the past. But why an 
“army retired list” for officers who returned 
more than 50 years ago to private life, and have 
since been constantly engaged in civilian pur- 
suits, some with the result of becoming wealthy? 

Is the fact that a bill regarded as absolutely 
meritless in peace gained the sanction of the 
Senate only during the jam and distraction of a 
rreat war to alter opinion as to its soundness?

CQUIRE a flag of your own, 
A even if you have to make it. 
You may thus circumvent the 
alleged war-time shortage and the 
high price. There has been no 
change in the pattern or proportions 
since July 4, 1912, after the admis- 
sion of Arizona and New Mexico to 
statehood. The length of the flag is 
one and nine-tenths the width. The 
union is two-fifths of the flag’s 
length, crosses seven stripes, and 
rests upon the eighth, which is white, 
ies forty-eight stars arranged in six 
rows of eight stars each. 

Burn your flag when it becomes 
worn out, and obtain another. There 
is a tradition in the navy that the 
flag is never washed. It is considered 
immaculate. 

Fly your State flag on its birthday. 
For examples, May 9 is the date for 
Ohio and March 27 for New York. 

Generously present flags when you 
ean. They are welcome Christmas 
gifts and wedding presents, all the 
more prized if the handiwork of the 
giver. 

Have a “Star-Spangled Banner” 
record for your phonograph, but re- 
fuse to buy the anthem in a medley. 

Jealously watch advertisements in 


all your periodicals and see that the 
flag is not misused, even by a picture 
which, though not a correct flag, 
could be mistaken for ours. 

Keep a scrap-book for flag-poems, 
cartoons, and news. You wifl find 
this very useful in making up a pro- 
gram for flag day. 

Iearn the flag law. Forty-one 
States have a law to protect the flag, 
the seven who are remiss all lying 
south of Mason and Dixon’s line and 
east of the Mississippi, with the ex- 
ception of Oklahoma. These laws 
are all quite similar, forbidding the 
use of a flag or its likeness on mer- 
chandise, the marking on or mutila- 
tion of a flag, and other prohibitions. 

Never let the flag fly at night nor 
in a storm, although this, like all 
other good rules, has its exceptions.

“When Men Go Warring. 
Women Must Work,” Says 
Harriot Stanton Blatch 


Woman-Power of America Must Be Mobilized, as It Is in 
England and France, and Do Its Full Part in Winning 
the War by Shouldering Its Share of 
the Industrial Burdens.

66 A MERICAN women have begun to go over the top. They are going 


go a-warring, women go to work.” 
Mrs. Harriot Stanton Blatch, daughter of Elizabeth Cady Stanton, and 
herself one of the most intelligent and balanced of American feminists, 
thus epigrammatically summarizes the war service of our women in her 


new and stimulating book, “Mobilizing Woman-Power.” 
by the Woman’s Press of the Y. W. C. 


It is brought out 
A., one of the organizations of wom- 


en which has given itself most wholeheartedly and effectively to the bnal- 


ness of winning the war. 


“Mobilizing Woman-Power” is a call for feminine volunteers for the 
home trenches. At the same time, Mrs. Blatch makes a logical, earnest, 
excellently written appeal to those in command of the national resources 
for the mustering in of a huge industrial army of women. Before the 
wrote her book she conducted a survey, on the ground, of how Great Hrit- 
ain and France are using their women, and she learned, in her own phrase, 
“how Germany is working as one man and one woman to win the war.” 


“Our women must work as the 
women are working in Europe,” she 
told me. 

“They must work,” she added in- 
cisively, “if we are not to be beaten. 
If our women go loafing along as 
they have done in the past, we shal! 
go under. 

“America is facing a tremendous 
labor shortage,” Mrs. Blatch con- 
tinued, with conviction. “I have 
seen many attempts to camouflage 
it in state and Federai reports, to 
argue that there are enough men to 
do our work, and that the whole 
question is one of proper distribu- 
tion of workers. That is the veriest 
nonsense, 

“Stop and think that for four 
years we have had no immigration. 
Not only that, but the countries 
across the ocean have been calling 
back their sons who were already 
here. Now we are sending into the 
army all physically fit men between 
21 and 31. We may have to take 
those over 31. France has put a 
fifth of her population into her 
fighting ranks. . 

“And when our soldiers go, they 
go. It is, for example, an accepted 
practice for the French and British 
to send home many men on furlough 
at harvest time. Our men cannot be 
sent home to gather the crops. The 
plan to transfer men of draft age 
from non-essential to essential occu- 
pations is admirable, but how many 
new occupations must be listed as es- 
sential—shipbuilding, uniform mak- 
ing and so on. If this war lasts five 
or ten years longer, every man and 
every woman in this country must 
put his or her whole heart into some 
sort of work.” 


OA’: yet,” I pointed out, “there 


is almost a concerted effort 

to keep women out of new 
jobs. Heads of women’s trades unions 
are in opposition. There was a Fed- 
eral labor report the other day con- 
demning the use of women on street 
railways.” 

* ‘Any thinking person must real- 
ize that women are unsuited for this 
occupation,’” quoted Mrs. Blatch 
with frank impatient sarcasm. “How 
absurd! I had much rather be a 
conductor than scrub floors, than 
clean out offices, than work in a 
laundry. There is no reason on earth 
why the work is unsuitable for wom- 
en. If they have to stand long hours, 
why not provide seats for them? A 
man’s first impulse, in dealing with a 
dangerous or arduous industry, is to 
clean out the women instead of 
cleaning up the industry. 

“This is not the time to ask for 
special protection for women as 
women. , The working women them- 
selves do not seek this protection: it 
is sought for them by women of lei- 
sure or by union officials who are no 
longer shop or factory workers. On 
the one hand, these women demand 
equal pay for equal work; on the 
other, they seek to surround women 
with such exceptional conditions that 
they cannot do work equal to that 
of men. 

“There must be a decided stand 


against the movement to class to- 


gether women and children in devis- 
ing industrial safeguards. Our wom- 
en must realize that they are grown 
up. Hours and conditions of labor 


should’ be made fair for workers, - 


both men and women: and if one sex 
is to be protected at the expense of 
the other,” Mrs. Blatch finished smil- 
ingly, “I think special protection 
should be given to the men! They 
are few and scarce; they will be 
scarcer. Wrap them up in cotton- 


wool!

pabilities of women. I should 

just like to see men endure 
the strain of corsets and high heels! 
Women are put into and on these 
things, and then the result is called 
‘feminine delicacy.’ As a war méas- 
ure, women farmers and other work- 
ers are learning to dress sensibly. 
Freed from the handicap of absurd 
clothing they will be fit for any- 
thing.”’ 

I asked Mrs. Blatch how she would 
defend the new industrial army of 
women for the conservative's charge 
that their families either would be a 
minus quality or would be neglected, 
at a time when the State is in special 
need of plenty of children. 

“I don’t notice that the persons 
who try to bar women from new 
wage-earning occupations are mak- 
ing any special effort to pass a 
mothers’ pension law,” she answered 
dryly. “Of course, I am a firm ‘be- 
liever in such a law. I do not advo- 
cate hitching a young mother to a 
plow. But neither do I think’ she 
should be stall-fed. Work is a splen- 
did physical and mental tonic, and 
work for pay rejuvenates the soul.” 

“We cannot afford any longer to 
waste the labor of women, stmply be- 
cause sO much of it has been un- 
paid,’’ concluded Mrs. Blatch. “What 
will happen after the war I cannot 
prophesy; although I do not believe 
either that women will give up the 
economic independence they have 
won, or that the employment of 
women will throw men out of work 
—in accordance with certain explod- 
ed economic theories about there be- 
ing just so much work and just so 
much pay to be divided up. What 
I do feel most strongly is that now, 
today, we must train and organize 
for winning the war—to the last mi 
and the last woman.” ,
